Directions for Re-planting Potted Roses 


The re-planting of Hillsdale Potted Roses is very simple indeed. The 
pots are slit and carefully peeled off from the soil. The ball of earth is then 
set in the bed so that it comes about 4 inch lower than the finished level of 
the beds. Be sure that the graft union at the neck of the roots is | inch below 


surface. Always press the soil firmly around the roots of any kind of plant. 
c done to force the air space out of the soil around the roots. After this, 
watering to soak the soil thoroughly is all that is necessary.
